assassin of Presiden: Carnot, was put 
on trial in the assize court today. His 
removal from the St. Paul prison to the 
court was without incident. 


M. Breuillac, who presides over the 


court, is the judge who drew much 
criticism upon himself by condemning 
the bill for the suppression «f anarch- 
istic crime which was recently passed 
by the chambers. Addressing the jury 
at the apening of the assize court on 
July 23, M. Breuillac used the following 
words: 


While the chamber of deputies, act- 


ing upon the proposals of the govern- 
ment, is endeavoring to relegate to the 
common law courts certain crimes 
which you were occasionally privileged 
to be called upon to try, we, in thia 
court, by the aid of twelve honest and 
free citizens summoned from the bosom 
of the nation, will punish'the murderer 
of yesterday, and endeavor, according 
to the measure of our power, to prevent 
the peril of tomorrow."

troops surrounded the building itself. 
In addition, a company of infantry i? 
posted in the entrance hall and a pla- 
toon of cavalry eurrounded the prison 
van as it was driven at a gallop fron 
the prison of St. Paul to the court 
honse. The soldiers on duty about 
the palace of iustice are supplemented 
by every variety of police officials, from 
the local gendarme m the shrewdest 
detective officer from the Paris prefec- 
ture. A large squad of policemen in 
citizens' dress have bean specially told 
off to furnish the audience, every seat 
usually available to the public being re- 
served in advance for the detectives, 
and at every soldier's elbow stands a 
police agent, the first supplying the 
visible show of force, the second the 
suspicious eyes of the law. 


Besides Caserio Santo, no one not an 


official of the assize, police officer or 
soldier will be permitted in or near the 
court, excepting eighty specially select- 


listened impassively during the read- 
ing ol this document, which contained 
fhat was supposed to be a full account 
of the events be'ore and on the even- 
ing of the murder and which was be- 
lieved to be a complete record of Cas- 
erio'a journey from Italy, giving the 
name of nearly every one the prisoner 
spoke to, etc, while on his way to 
Lyons. Caserio only became interest- 
ed in the indictment when it narrated 
the actual deed as follows: 


"The murderer approached the car- 


riage, took from hia pocket the pon- 
iard, still wrapped fa a piece of paper, 
and plunged the blade, sixteen centi- 
metres long, up to the hilt in the breast 
of President Carnot, crying: 
'Vive la 


revolution,' This cry was only 
by the footmen in the general collu- 
sion.

Ho 
veiliu Boston, of course. In Plymouth 
e bL'gau to teach these doctrines, now so 
om-iionly preached But Massachusetts 
called him a damnable heretic and ban- 
shed him to Rhode Island.

As for privi- 
leges the discipline and red tape of 
government management are more op- 
pressive and inviolable than ihe rules 
of private concerns. The wages paid at 
Washington are high for the work 
done, in many cases but thousands of 
employes are swept from place or re- 
duced, without allowing a chance to 
protest or to strike 
Imagine what 


little effect a strike by the clerks at 
Washington, or the employes of the 
postofSce department would have on 
the go\ eminent. 


ECOMMY IK RAILROADS 


A quarter of a cent is a very small 


sum in itself, but when multiplied 
enough times the product is considera- 
ble, 
a fact which railway managers 


thoroughly understand. A saving of 
only one mill a day in the running of a 
locomotive amounts to thirty-six and 
one-half cents a year, and with several 
thousand locomotives the saving is con- 
siderable. The good superintendent to- 
day is the man who makes these little 
savings, and the number of wayp in 
which they are done is astonishing, 
take the matter of starting a fire for 
example. Most locomotives are fired 
up with wosd, and about an eighth of a 
cord is necessary to start a good blaze. 
Wood is pretty expensive fuel to use 
for such purposes, aud several railways 
have begun to substitute oil for it This 
oil is stored in a reservoir outside the 
roundhouse and is forced by compressed 
air through a series of filed pipes to 
flexible pipes near each locomotive stall 
When it is necessary to start a fire a 
bed of coals is spread ovei the grate, 
some old waste thrown on top of it and 
lighted, and then tbe oil is sprayedinto 
the fire box through the flexible pipes 
by the compressed air. It takes just

The examination of the witnesses in

under their orders. 


During the inquest the telephone 


company and tbe electric bght com- 
pany have been making a most search- 
ing inquiry into the facts of the case, 
but it was not until today that the tes- 
timony revealed who the party was that 
cut the wire. The one who did this 
was John W. ThornpSOD, a young man 
abont nineteen years of age, who is an 
employe at the Bass works, but in doing 
so he was governed by the purest of 
motives and did not know what the 
consequences of the net would be, 


Tbe testimony is that when lie got to 


the fire he heard the crowd shouting, 
"Cut the wire1" "Cut the wire'" an3, 
acting upon the impu\ee of the roo- 
' ment, he climbed the telephone po'e 
andjcut the wire 
Engineer Armack, 


of the fire department so the testi- 
mony shows, had shouted to him, "Get 
down; don't cut that wire," but the 
young man probably did not hear him. 


After the wire had fallen to the 


ground Msgoer approached it The 
crowd shouted "Keep away from that 
wire, it will kill you!' But Magner, 
with a handkerchief wrapped around 
his hand, approached and took hold of 
the wire and thus met his death.
